Beaubien House Restoration 

In the spring of 1982, a task 
force was convened by the 
Detroit Chapter AIA to review 
the status of the Beaubien House 
and all factors surrounding its 
proposed rehabilitation, and 
determine the steps to be taken 
effectuating that rehabilitation. 
The point of departure was a 
review of the planning report put 
together under the direction of 
Edward Francis, FAIA, in 1978. 
Though many of the cir- 
cumstances have changed, that 
report is in the main still valid 
and provides the best documen- 
tation available on the building. 

The committee acknowledges 
the work which has been done 
on an interim basis under the 
direction of Tony Marino, AIA, 
Chairman of the MSA Beaubien 
House Committee. Tony's close 
association with the project has 
provided many insights and 
guidelines in the development of 
this project effort. 

Liaison was established bet- 
ween the committee and the 
MSA/MAF Board, through Roger 
Margerum and Bob Greager. 

Two basic approaches were 
identified as potential methods of 
responding to the problem, both 
related to projected financial 
resources: 

|. Development of a complete- 
ly new program focusing on the 
existing space within the Beau- 
bien House including the possi- 
ble renovation of the rear wing, 
selection of an architect to 
develop a comprehensive pro- 
gram, and execution of those 
portions of the program within 
the limits of available funds. 

ll. Development of a general- 


ized long-range program, selec- 
tion of specific projects (cornice, 
window replacement, main en- 
trance) for immediate implemen- 
tation with available funding, 
selection of an architect to 
prepare construction docu- 
ments, and execution of separate 
projects within the context of an 
overall development phase. 

A preliminary program was 
drafted in April 1982 which sug- 
gested certain goals, facts, needs, 
and concepts and defined a 
problem statement for the com- 
mittee’s guidance. This included 
consideration of the priorities 
identified by Tony Marino in- 
cluding (1) improvements to the 
front courtyard, (2) a new wall 
and gate in the rear courtyard, 
(3) air conditioning, (4) exterior 
woodwork painting, and (5) 
renovation of Jefferson Avenue 
facade. 

Some detailed investigation 
and preliminary design of an air 
conditioning system for the first 
floor has been done, and, given 
the funding, could be installed 
without any great compromise of 
the future renovations of the 
facility. This requires both com- 
mitment of funding and 
authorization to let contracts, 
neither of which are presently 
within the responsibility of the 
committee, 

Charles Merz, AIA, brought to 
the committee’s attention the 
possible interest of the Webber 
Foundation in providing a grant 
for restoration work. According- 
ly, a grant application was put 
together and submitted on April 
30, 1982 to meet the Webber 
Foundation timetable for review. 
| am happy to report that the 
Webber Foundation has pledged 
$12,000.00 to the Beaubien 
House restoration, contingent 
upon our raising $16,000.00, 
plus certain other conditions. It 
is an important accomplishment 
for our architectural profession in 
Michigan. 


In addition, we have received 
a pledge of support from the 
Masonry Institute of Michigan in 
the form of donated labor and 
materials to repair the masonry 
on the west wall and construct a 
new wall around the rear court- 
yard. The estimated value of this 
contribution is $8,000.00. And, 
of course, we have been the 
beneficiary of countless hours of 
donated services from various 
other sources. 

In order to more effectively 
represent all the architects in 
Michigan, the Michigan Ar- 
chitectural Foundation formed a 
committee incorporating the 
Detroit Chapter, AlA/Beaubien 
House Committee and opened it 
to representatives from each 
Chapter as well as including the 
MSA Treasurer. The committee 
chairman, Charles T. McCaffer- 
ty, AIA, has been appointed by 
MSA President, Mike Callahan, 
AIA.
